Harry G. Forster of Chicago 
Found In His Room After 
Drinking Chloroform. 


a HAD ONLY 23 CENTS LEFT 

“Deep Mystery ” Back of the Act, De- 
Declares His Mother — Was a Sten- 
ographer for an Express Company. 


Harry G. Foster, a stenographer from 
Chicago, who left that city about a week 
ago without telling his home folks where 
he was going and for what purpose, was 
found unconscious yesterday morning on 
the floor of his room tn the Hotel St 
Regis. He had only 28 cents in cash in 
his pocket and his hotel bill was unpaid. 
He was resuscitated and taken to Flower 
Hospital, a prisoner, charged with at- 
tempted spicide 

The police were inclined to think last 
night that the young man had come to 
| New York to take a long chance on some 
| deal, had lost, and then, with a hotel bill 
unpaid, had lost his nerve, and had tried 
| to take his life, 
| Mr. Forster, who ts 
old, registered at the St. Regis about a 
week ago. He was a quiet young fellow. 
| His movements were almost unnoticed. 


| The clerks, however, noticed that he went 
| out of the hotel ev ery day, returning at 
j;night. He did not eat at the St, Regis, 
;}so that his bill was only for room rent 
}and a few incidental expenses. The hotel 
| Management considere that he was a 
| young business man who spent his days 
|} down in the Wall Street section. 
On Thursday night he went to bed be- 
sore midnight. Yesterday morning at 11 
clock a maid went into his room and 
1d him unconscious on the floor. The 
;room was in disorder. Near him was a 
big bottle which had been emptied of 
chloroform.

| His mouth had been burned so much by

fonly bit of information that was got out 
of him was that he had taken the poison 
j}at 8:45 o’clock yesterday morning. 
| The ashes made by the burning of some 
few papers were found in young Forster’s 
room. On the table was a sealed letter 
addressed to Mrs. A. Forster of 951 Park 
| Avenue, Chics ago, and other papers in 
|the young man’s clothes indicated that 
that was his home. Nothing was left 
unburned or unsealed that would show 
how or why he had tried to take his life. 
His excessive zeal in trying to take his 
| life saved him, for he swallowed such a 
quantity of chloroform at once that his 
| stomach revolted and he vomited most of 
|the poison. About all he suffered was 
a temporary stupor and the burning of his 
} tongue and stomach. It was said at the 
hospital last night that he would be out 
on the streets within a day or two

London correspondent confesses 


himself puzzled over the popularity in 

Great Britain of the novels of Mrs. 

Benyon, Puddicombe—which is, we be- 

lieve, the rea] name of the author who 

calls herself “Allen Raine.” She be- 
gan to write fiction only a few years ago, but already 
the sale of her books approaches two million copies. 
All the reviewers in England are reading her latest 
production, “ Neither Storehous¢ Nor Barn,” with 
the special purpose of finding, if possible, the secret 
of the lady’s success, Some of them give it up, as 
does our correspondent. Others have arrived at con- 
clusions satisfying perhaps to themselves. The re- 
viewer of The London Chronicle announces that the 
work of this author combines idealism, humanity 
gilded by that idealism, a quiet note of romance, and 
direct and good writing. The judgment may be true, 
but it explains little. Everybody agrees that from 
the standpoint of the critic or the practiced reader, 
Allen Raine’s work is commonplace. The Tele- 
graph's reviewer finds that it is “ Miss Allen Raine’s 
limpid simplicity and bright, idyllic imagination 
which have gained her the suffrages of so large a 
public.” The new book opens thus: “A red sunset, 
barred with gold and purple, a brilliant star, a black- 
bird’s song coming up from the dim gray garden.” 
The heroine, an unsophisticated Welsh maiden, left 
by the death of her father, a Welsh parson, without 
“storehouse or barn,” tramps to the home of an un- 
known aunt, in the harmless company of a dreaming 
lover. But the story of the Odyssey makes trouble, 
of course, but all comes out right at last, to the sat- 
isfaction of the quarter of a million readers whom 
the publishers are preparing to supply with the book. 
While Mr. Rockefeller and Mr. Carnegie are founding 
institutions for research, it might be intimated to 
them that nothing fs at present more in need of de- 
termination than the elements which make a work of 


fiction popular,

The title is “Father Sergius,” and 
the subject is the life story of a 
guardsman, who, moving in the highest 
circles of St. Petersburg, is smitten 
with the charms of a brilliant society 
girl, offers her his heart and hand, 
and is made happy by a gracious ac- 
céptance. Subsequently, however, the 
bridegroom learns to his dismay that ; 
the lady is the mistress of a certain 
high-born person:ge. Disgusted with 
the world, the o{.icer throws up his 
commission fn tt iurmy, enters @ mon- 
astery, takes th: cowl, and assumes 
the name of Sergi.is. Here the bruised 
heart of the novice reposes in cloistral 
peace, and his soul, filled with the no- 
ble thoughts and spiritual influxes 
which language is powerless to express, 
and music only faintly suggests, grad- 
udlly recovers sympathy with all crea- 
tures. Communing thus with the soul 
of the universe, the zealous monk 
thirsts for higher spiritual perfection, 
and finally, quitting the monastic fam- 
fly, retires to a lonely hermitage and 
sylvan meditation. Here he vies with 
the ancient anchorets in feats of self- 
mortification, followed by moods of 
écstatic rapture, swellings of.gpirit, and 
consciousness of the godlike power 
within him. The fame of his holy life 
is, bruited abroad, and peasants begin 
to speak of him with awe as a wonder- 
working saint. Nowhere in the book is 
Tolstoy’s artistic power so marvelously 
Gisplayed as in these conversations 
among peasants. 

The second part of the novel opens 
with a description of a picnic arranged 
hy youthful city pleasure-hunters, who, 
with the ladies of their hearts, are 
whirled along in three-in-hands, to the 
accompaniment of the horses, silvery 
bells, past the golden-domed monastery, 
past the sylvan recess in which the 
holy hermit is ever doing penance. 
They discuss his romantic story, his 
fierce love of self-inflicted suffering, 
his invulnerability to the shafts of 
temptation. One blithe and pretty lady 
is. scornfully skeptical as to the monk’s 
invulnerability, declares that she could | 
easily entice him from his pedestal of 
sanctity, and have him at her feet if 
ghe wished. Her male companion, a 
lawyer, challenges her to make good 
hér boast, offering a heavy wager that 
ehe will fail. The lady then descends 
alone from the three-in-hand, wanders | 
along the fringe of the forest, and, prof- 
iting by a fall of fine rain, knocks at 
the door of the hermit's hut, 
ing the inmate to give her 
refuge. 

The ensuing scenes of temptation are 
miost artistic and powerful; for ex- |

His storm of sud- 
den passion subsiding, the monk catch- 
es a fitful glimpse of the horror of the 
situation, and a second soul tempest 
follows the first, sweeping away the 
entire structure of spiritual perfection 
so laboriously built up during many 
years. A sentiment of deliberate blind, 
hatred springs up within him toward the 
girl there, who unwittingly caused his 
fal. In a mad outburst of rage Ser- 
gius clutches a hatchet—the same 
hatchet with which he formerly had 
chopped off a finger and conquered 
temptation. He swings it aloft and 
cleaves the skull of the wronged maid- 
en. Having gazed long at the gory 
corpse Sergius quits the cell 

In the last scene we behold the long- 
bearded monk, with his hair floating in 
the wind, holding a pilgrim’s staff in 
his hand and walking eastward aim- 
lessly.

HAVE been spending the 
Winter in Bermuda, where 
the newspapers are slow in 
coming.

It seems to 
have given him a great deal of pain; he 
quotes your argument that I cannot 
write a picture of society because I am 
not a member of society, and asks if one 
must be a hippopotamus in order to write 
a study of the habits of hippepotami 
The argument seems to me to be suffi- 
ciently cogent to be worth bringing to 
your attention. It reminds me of Dr. 
Johnson's famous saying, “Who drives 
fat oxen must himself be fat.” 

I am aware of the fact that In advanc- 
ing this argument you haye the preju- 
dices of the crowd with you. It is a de- 
lusion carefully fostered by society itself. 
There is supposed to be something par- 
ticularly exalted about it, some atmos- 
phere of grandeur to which a common 
man cannot penetrate... And, of course, 
when I venture to set rdrtn a doubt that 
any such atmosphere really exists I am 
open to the charge that I have had no 
opportunity of finding it, 

The question seems to me a sufficiently 
interesting one to be worth discussing, if 
you will grant me the space. What are 
my qualifications for making a picture of 
pociety? In the first place, what your 
reviewer probably never dreamed of, I 
was myself brought up in society, and 
spent all my early life in its atmosphere. 
I trust that I may mention the fact, sim- 
ply as a fact. I am not at all proud of It, 
I think, and I try hard not even to be 
proud of my lack of pride. 
father was a United States naval officer, 
and was prominent in Virginia society. 
My mother’s family was prominent in the 
affairs of a Southern city which makes 
considerable of a social] splurge. I have 
still aunts and cousins of many degrees 
who are in society in tnat city; at any 
fate, whenever they give balls or get 
married the newspapers have columns 
about it.

Living as a soll- 
tary student and hack-writer in lodging 
house garrets, I have been in and out 
and around the Tenderloin a good deal, 
but I never even realized what it was 
until a couple of years ago, when I began 
my study of the life of New York. My 
one experience with a café was when I 
sat in one directly opposite the Times 
Building with a Central Office man, 
who spent severa) hours in pointing out 
to me amusing types of Tenderloin char- 
acter. Ags to the clubs, I have at various 
times been a guest of the Authors, the 
Players, the Century, the Union League, 
the Lotos, and the Metropolitan. It would 
seem, therefore, that I would be- more 
apt to portray the cafés from my knowl- 
edge of the clubs than the clubs from my 
knowledge of the cafés. 

You indict my pictures of metropolitan 
high life on the score of exaggeration. 
This is, of course, an easy charge to bring 
and difficult to refute. You brought it, 
you may recall, in the case of “ The 
Jungle,” and there was a rather severe 
test made ef your fairness. The last 
tumng that I had prepared for when I 
wrote “ The Jungle” was a Presidential 
investigation of its accuracy, and I con- 
fess that I was rather startled when I 
found myself thus put to the test, but I 
managed to put into the hands of the 
President's commission documentary evi- 
dence of many of the things that I had 
stated, and I brought forward a number 
of workmen to testify to other state- 
ments. I believe that I succeeded‘in sat- 
isfying the President's representatives 
that “ The Jungle’ was a true picture of 
the stock yards. As I recall it, the énly 
point upon which 1 derinitely “ fell down” 
was in my statement that men had occa- 
sionally fallen into the tanks and been 
rendered into lard. The commission re- 
quired legal proof on this point, and the 
best that my representatives were able to 
do was to find three or four cases where 
the evidence had been destroyed by the

Now, I do not anticipate being called 
upon officially to prove what I have 
stated in “The Metropolis.” I think, 
however, that if that were to happen, I 
could make as good a showing.

OSTON, April 24.—Mr. Har- 
rison Rhodes’s ‘‘The Ad- 
ventures of Charles Ed- 
ward,”’ which Messrs. Lit-

tion in morals or manners, but the author 
sets himself a problem or series of prob- 
lems in effecting the impossible with a 
certain set of figures under certain con- 
ditions.

before the author shows him, how it 
really was performed, Englishnien who 
read will say “no one but an American 
could do such things.” Americans will 
omit the second, third, and fourth words. 
The book is to have twenty-four full-page 
illustrations by Penrhyn Stanlaws. 


The position of general designer of 
books and bindings at the Riverside Press, 
formerly held by the late Mr.-Philip Ma- 
son, will henceforth be filled by Miss L.

SIR THOMAS LAWRENCE. 


Mr. Clouston in his introduction to the 
volume on Sir Thomas Lawrence in the 
Newnes Art sdnpary Series, (Frederick 
Warne & Co., $1.25,) says that it is doubt- 
ful whether the time has yet arrived 
when a critical and unbiased judgment 
of Lawrence's art is possible. “To us, 
apart from art,’’ he continues, “ his style 
ie.neither hew nor old; it ts simply 
hackneyed. through “the: vast’ number of 
inferior painters who copied his easier 
qualities.”" He bids us remember that 
when Lawrence made the atyle it was 
absolutely new, and he discusses at’ some 
Jength the disadvantages of the costume 
of the age in which the artist produced 
his portraits. This is unstable ground 
for .a critic of art to stand upon, as we 
all realize when we cal) to mind the fash- 
fons encountered by Velasquez and Goya, 
to say nothing of those in vogue in Dir- 
ers time and country. That Lawrence 
heralds a jong decline in the art of por- 
trait painting in England is hardly to be 
contested; his technical and tempera- 
mental limitations were serious, and added 
to these were an education and Initiation 
probably the worst to be obtained. When 
he was barejy five years old, his biog- 
rapher states, his father discovered that 
in him he held a’'trump card. A story is 
quoted concerning the boy's precocity, 
which has appeared frequently and which 
throws a strong light on the temptations 
of his “thildhood.

While it is manifestly {mpossible to 
strip a Queen of her crown and consider 
her as a woman, Frank Hird has 
succeeded admirably in his effort to write 
about Queen Victoria merely as an In- 
dividual, in his book “Victoria, the 
Woman” (D. Appleton & Co., $2.50).
